For more than 200 years the heirs

to the first Duke of Richmond. He 
and his heirs received it for over a 


‘eentury, till in the time of George 


(Il. it was-changed to the present an- 
ual pension, which is known as the 
tichmond Shilling. 

The Duke of Norfolk obtains $300' 
\o:car from the Exchequer for what 
re known as “‘ancient fees,” and the 
Duke of Rutland $100 under a like 
heading. These sums are nominal, 
't is true, yet the recipients do noth- 
ing whatever to earn them. 

Tue first Duxe of Grafton was grant- 
od by Charles II. a certain import 
duty known as “‘prisage and butler-. 
ale” upon wines. In 1806 the then 
»xisting duke commuted thiz duty for 
the annality of $34,350, ard his heirs 
still recsive yearly this handsome in- 
2ome. 

But it is not tu be supposed that 
t is only the aristocrats who have 
been granted free pensions-on the na- 
tional Exchequer. Fourteen thousand 
pounds odd is paid out on account of 
the Courts of Justice for compensa- 
tion tu those whose offices have been 
abolished. One old man is still alive 
who obtain> $275 a year because 
through the operation of a new act 
he was deprived two generations ago 
vf the privilege of selling forms in 
-ourt. Laundresses who lost their 
work some twenty ‘yaars through the 
Saw Courts being removed from West- 
minster to their present site opposite 
Temnle Bar still receive from $400 
to $550, according to their status. 
\ “Preacher at Rolls.” -formerly of 
the old Chancery Division, is paid 
$500 annually, thcugh not a sermon 
‘ya: he -preached for innumerable 
vears; and there are many other in- 
atances in which the taxpayer is 
salled on to pay every year.

Yet, even when the ants themselves 
ire drowned, their strong pincers re- 
fuse to relax their hold upon any 
Nesh they may have attached them- 
selves to, and, though their bodies 
are torn forcibly away, their heads re- 
main. ; 

Certain barbarous tribes, when a 
‘nan is condemned for witchcraft, 
fasten him to a tree and leave him 
to the ants.

HUMAN IMMORTALITY ~ 
DIVINE IMMORTALITY 


Difference Between These in the 
Bible 


Lynchturg, Virginia, May 14.—Pa:- 
tor Russell, of ‘Brooklyn Tabernacle, 
N.Y., preached twice here to-day to 
attentive audiences. We report one 
of the discourses, which was preach- 
ed from the words of the Apostle, 
“Christ brought life and immortality 
to light through the Gospel.” The 
speaker said: - 

All around. us we see what the 
Scriptures.designate a reign of sin 
} The various forms of, 
life in nature—the grass. the flowers, 
the lower. animals and man—exist for 
a brief summer time cf life, then 
wither nd die. This’does not etrike 
us as strange, except in conjunction 
with humanity, and that becauze of 
man’s greater intelligence—his ap- 
preciation of the’ value of life, his 
growth in- knowledge and. his ability 
to use life's opportunities with his 
increased wisdom. . 

The disposition to shun deusth_ is 
not peculiar to man; it is the law 
of nature. The smallest creature, by 
self-prescrvation is pronerly said to 
be the first law of nature. The lower 
animals, like man, have sensation, 
an appreciation of pain; but all these. 
things are much more pronounced in 
humanity than in the lower animals; 
and the lower the form of life the 
more slight are these sensations. We 
are defending.” vivisection, but we 
quite agree with scientists that the 
pain, the suffering of the lower ani- 
mals, is as nothing in comparison 
with that of humanity. We even note 
the fact that the more refined a hu- 
man being, the more intense his suf- 
fering. Correspondingly. refinement 
and intelligence bring fear of death 
and desire for life everlasting. 

All mankind seem, instinctively, to 
hope for a future life, even though 
with the majority the hope is accom. 
panied with dread respecting it+ con- 
ditions. However, only the Bibl 
reveals a rational basis for fn'th re- 
specting « future life—a survival of 
the general death conditions every 
where prevalent. The “eathen hop», 
for a future life, but none of them 
furnish a logical basis for such ex- 
pectations. Only in the Bible can 
this be found. 

The heathen hope is represented by 
their great philosophers, Socrates and 
Plato. Their hope is, in brief. that 
in view of man’s great superiority 
over the beast, it must be he will 
have a future, even though to ali 
appearances death means the same 
to the human as to the brute. The 
Bible explains that man was indeed 
created in his Maker’s image an? 
likeness and granted the privilege of 
eternal life on condition of obedience. 
but that he disobeyed and therefore 
became subject to death; and that 
death, the penalty. effects him exact. 
ly as it does the brute creation. But 
the Bible does not leave the subject 
here. It tells of God’s pity and love, 
and of His provision to Yescue man- 
kind from sin and from death. 

Since the Divine sentence is thut 
only the perfect may live, Adam and 
his race, as imperfect sinners. could 
not have eternal life ufter a violation: 
of the Divine Law; but to meet this 
emergency, Divine Love provided a 
Redeemer. who died. “the Just for 
the unjust’; ‘As by man came death, 
by a Man also comes the resurrection 
of the dead; for as all in Adam die, 
even so all in Christ shall be made 
alive; every man in his own order” 
(I. Corinthians xv, 21-23). 

Thus God has manifested His char- 
acter in a way and to a degree which 
could never have been known to an- 
gels or to men had He not permitted 
sin to enter the world. [lis Justice 
has been manifested in the infliction 
of the ‘death penalty upon our race 
for six thousand years. Divine Love 
has been manifested in the arrango- 
ment made by which the Only Begot- 
ten Son of God, on the heavenly 
plane. counted it joy to ienve His 
glory and honor and he made flesh 
and die for our sins. Befsre the Di- 
vine Plan shall be fully consum- 
mated, God’s Wisdom and Power will 
also stand fully revealed through Hi: 
dealing with sin and sinners. 

Through the merit of Christ's death 
Adam's transgression will be fully 
offset, and the peaalty of Adam’s sin 
will be fully paid to Ju-tice; and 
Adam himself and all of his poster- 
ity. who have shared his penalty. 


will be set free from the sighing and- 


crying, the pain and trouble, mental, 
moral and physical, incidental to the 
execution of the death sentence 
against sinners. Thus, through the 
death of Jesus, Divine provision hn: 
been made for a future eternal life 
for mankind—for so many as_ wil! 
appreciate the privilece and conform 
themselves to the Divine laws and 
avail themselves of the privileges 
which will be granted. 

* How natural it is for us to be im- 
patient! The few years of our lives 
measuring our knowledge and ex- 
perience, leave us little appreciution 
of the span of Eternity. from the Di- 
vine standpoint. We are inclined to 
say. If God designs to do anything 
for man’s aid, why does he not do it 
immediately? We cry out, O Lond, 
haste! haste! Behold Adam’s 
dren, mentally, morally, physically, 
in a deplorable condition, unab!te to 
help themselves, dependent upon Thy 
mercy. Thy salvation! Like sheep 
we ure laid in the grave; like the 
brute beast we seem to perizh; we 
have only a promize of a_ salvation 
from denth through the Redeemer, 
anda recurrection from the condition 
of death. 

But God will not be hastened. He 
has a wise as well as gracious pur- 
pose. He has u_ definite time for 
every feature of His great work. He 
has allowed fuur thousand veura to 
pusg before He even ‘sent His Svca 
to begin the work of redeeming man. 
kind. by the payment of a ransom. 
nrice. He haz allowed nearly tw. 
thousund years since to elapse with. 
out recovering mankind from sin anl 
death conditions. It is for faith to 
trust: and yet it is but natura! that 
we should inquire. why this delay? 
For what does God wait so long? The 
reply is two-fold: 

(1) God leaves time for the birth cf 
a sufficient number of Adum’‘s clfi!- 
dren to vecole or fill the earth. vur- 


posing that the powers of procreation 
and the begetting of children shall 
not continue in the future as in the 
present. He declares to us that those 
who attain -to that world to come 
“will neither marry.nor be given. in 
marriage,” but in this respect will 
“be like unto the angels,”” who have 
no children, who do not propagate 
their kind. 

-« (2) Incidentatly, in connection with 
man's fall and recovery. Gnd pur- 
pozes a most wonderful manife:tation 
of His Wisdom, Love and: Power in 
the bringing into existence of a new 
race of beings, not only higher than 
human nature, 
angelic naturea. God purpozes a New 
Creation whose members will be lim- 
ited in number and all be made par- 
takers of the divine nusture—“‘far 
above angels, principalities and pow. 
ers.” This New Creation, the most 
wonderful exemnlification of Divine 
power ever manifested or ever to be 
manifested, he has arranged shall be 
developed during this Gospel Age and 
in conjunction with the reign of sin 
and death. It iz to be developed 
from amongst sinners, and iz, in rank 
and time of development, to take 
precedence over ‘the salvation of 
humanity from sin. sickness, sorrow 
and death, to perfection and Paradise 
restored, world-wide. ; 

We have already mentioned the 
glorious exaltation purposed of God 
for the New Creation. St. Peter tell: 
us that these will attain the divine 
nature; and this attainment will be 
through, or by means of, the power 
of God working in the heart as the 
result of-faith in ‘“‘the exceeding great 
and precious,promises’” (IJ. Peter i, 
4). These will not be coerced into 
obedience—theirs will be voluntary’ 
submission to the Divine will. The, 


test upon them will be loyalty and- 


faithfulness to God to the°very limit, 
—to the extreme of se‘f-denial, and, 
volintary humiliation in the service 
of righteousness, folowing in the 
footsteps of Jesus. 

Indeed, Jesus is the first and the 
Head of this New Creation. None 
could attain it except by and through 
‘His aid. He is the Captain of their 
salvation. He is their Forerunner in 
this great “race’’ to which, with 
‘Him, they have been invited of God 
—the reward of which, to the faithful 
“overcomers,” will be -‘glory, honor 
and immortality.” ; 

The Apostle writes concerning the 
Church, the elect -“‘little flock” 4 
called. chosen and faithful ones. He 
tells us that by perseverance in weil 
doing we are to attain glory, honor 
and immortality; and that this re- 
ward, to the faithful, will come in 
the First Resurrection, when mortai- 
ity shall be clothed upon with immer- 
tality; when the new body, glorious 
and of the divine nature, will be 
granted to.each of the faithful, as in- 
stead of the fleshly and imperfect 
bodies of the present trial time. In 
other words, our trial is not to dem- 
onstrate the perfection or imperfec- 
tion of our flesh, for this ia already 
known to God and to us, and to al:. 
“In my flesh dwelleth no‘perfection.” 
The trial is to demonstrate the loyal- 
ty of the will and of the heart. It 
ig faithfulness in conquering the will 
of the flesh and bringing into sub- 
jection to the will of God all the 
powers of the natural body, so fur 
as possible. It is the test of its 
loyalty to principle, to righteousness, 
to God. : 

8t. Paul, as one of these loyal ones. 
declared before his death, “I have 
fought a good fight, I have finished 
my ccurse. I have kept the faith; 
henceforth there is laid up for me a 
crown of righteousness, which the 
Lord, the righteous Judge, will give 
me at that day, and not to me only, 
but to all those also who love His 
appearing.” This includes all who 
are hungering and thirsting and 
striving for that righteousness which 
Mersiah’s Kingdom is to bring to the 
Church through the First Resurrec- 
tion. Righteousness will eventually 
be brought to the wor!d through the 
establishment of the Messianic King 
dom, which will put down -all thing: 
contrary to the Divine will, and up- 
lift every person and principle loyal 
to God. 

The immortality for which the 
Apostle declares the Church. is to 
seek is of a different kind entirely 
from that which the world may ex- 
pect. It is a different kind even from 
that which the angels possess. It is 


‘the immortality which is a feature cr 


quality of the divine nature. This 
immortality, the Scriptures assure 
us, was originally, possessed by the 
Heavenly Father alone. We read, 
“The Father alone hath immortality, 
dwe.ling in the light which no man 
can approach, Whom no man hath 
seen nor can see.” The Only Begot- 
ten of the Father, the Logos, when 
made flesh, reveatc] the Father to 
mankind (John i, 18). The faithful- 
ness of the Logos as the Man Christ 
Jesug was rewarded by the Father 
with glory, honor and immortality— 
the divine nature. 

And this great privilege has been 
given to an elect “‘little flock,’’ the 
Bride’s class, to become associated 
with Jesus in the sufferings of this 
present time and in the gloty to fol- 


low. The invitation to the Church is 
‘o follow the example of Jesu: their 
Redeemer, to walk in His steps, t 
sacrifice earthly interests and wit' 
Him become partakers of the divin 
nature—glory, honor and immorta! 
ity (II. Peter i, 4). Our Lord Jesu- 
currobcrates the same.thought, say- 
ing. “As the Father hath inherent lif- 
(immorta.ity in the highest sense of 
the word—denthlessness), so hath He 
given unto the Son that He should 
have inherent life,” apd that He 
might give it unto whomsoever He 
would—the Bride class, the over 
comers. “more than conquerors.” 

As we have seen, the Almighi. 
alone naseeszed jnberent immortali:s 
until He gave it as a reward to Hi- 
elsrious Son, “The Beginning of th- 
creation of God.” By and by, in th- 
First Resurrection, when the eleecr 
“overcomers’ shall enter upon this 
same plane of immortality, the op- 
portunity to become «! this nature 
will be,closed, so far as the Scrip. 
tures declare. 

The immortality enjoyed by the 
angels, otherwise spoken of in the 
Scriptures as everlasting life, is not 
inherent immortality, but an eternal 
maintenance. in life by the Creator. 
subject to the condition of obedience 
and righteousness. 

In this same sense of the word 
Adam was immortal. but his immor- 
tality was dependent upon his obedi- 
ence. When he disobeyed. Divine 
provision for his sustenance wa3 
withdrawn. He was expetl from 
Eden that the sentence of death 
might take effect. “dying thou shalt 
die Similarly. Satan and others cf 
the angels. because c? disoheJience, 
will be destroyed, hence their immor- 
tality was conditional, as was that of 
humanity. 

The redemption to be ace mplished 
by the Redeemer during His reign a: 
Messinh is to reinstate all the wil. 
ing and obedient in human perfec 
tion and Divine faver, as these were

more dying; which implies that there 
will be no more sin—that the lesson, 
conneeted with human and angelic 
transgression will be so thoroughly 
learned that those found worthy of 
eternal life will have their character: 
eternally fixed in respe7t to righteous 
ness and sin, as God's character i: 
fixed and unchangeah'e. 

The Scriptures. as we have already 
intimated, use the word immortality 
in a more restricted sense than is 
common in our genera] usage. They 
spp! the word to ghe Father and to 

e 
Wife. The blessing of everlasting 
life provided for angels and for men 
found obe‘tjient to the Divine will iz 
Scripturally calied, not immortality. 
bu’ everlasting life. 

Thu: the Scrintures explain the 
tw6-fold work of Christ: (1) The work 
for the world. in providing for all 
the willing and obedient of mankind, 
everlasting life; (2) the work for 
the Church, in making possible for 
the willing and obedient of the Bride 
class, glory, honor and immortality, 
the divine nature. The Scriptural 
expression is that ‘‘Christ brought 
life and immortality to light through 
the Gospel” (II. Timothy i, 10). 
Everlasting life was intimated in the 
remote past. but not specifically 
stated. The declaration that “the 
Seed of the woman” should “bruise 
the Serpent’s head"’ implied a recov- 
ery from sfn and death, a victory 
over the Adversary. a release of man- 
kind from the death penalty. 

But it was not specific. The 
promise of God to Abraham, that in 
his Seed all the families of the earth 
should be blessed, contained an inti- 
mation of a Divine provision for the 
restoration of humanity from death 
and the present fnilen condition, a 
restitution to eternal life conditions 
But there was nothing specific in it 
The Prophets also gave intimation: 
of ®oming blessings through a great 
Messiah, but failed to say that eter- 
nal life would be the grand result. 

Not until the Saviour appeared and 
made His consecration unto death. 
on behalf of the race, was it’ proper 
for even Him to give such assur. 
ances. But after His consecration. 
during the three and a half years of 
Hig ministry, He declared His mi:- 
sion to be the seeking und recovery 
of that which was lost, and the giv- 
ing to His footstep followers of & 
share with Himself, not only in the 
sufferings of this present time, but in 
the glory to come. Now is the time 
in which; by holiness, faithfulness. 
loyalty to God and to the Truth, and 
the laying down of life for the 
brethren, we may make our “calling 
and election sure’ to the highest 
imaginable reward~glory, honor and 
immortality, the divine nature. 

O! for that glorious dawning we 
watch and wait and pray, 

Till o’er the height the morning light 
shall drive the g’oom away; 
And when the heavenly glory shall 

flood the earth and sky, 
We'll bless the Lord for all his works 
and praise him by and by.
